IN ENGLAND 

^ ^ ■ HE Zepps are coming!" 

I After twelve years of peace, that awful cry with its attend 
ant horrors still flashes with cameo-like clearness from my memory. To- 
gether with recollections of a carefree childhood spent in a drowsy old 
English village that had seemingly remained untouched by the cen 
turies, come the harsher notes of sorrow, of stark fear, of buoyant patriot- 
ism. Dimming in their intensity the remembrances of the old orchard 
and the abandoned castle looming above the rolling greenness of wood 
and meadow where I played, come glimpses of marching, singing 
troops; of camouflaged transports; of wheeling planes; of the dimming 
lights of Erith; of a Zepp, bursting into flame, buckling in the middle, 
then plunging to the ground. Not until after I had come to Americ i 
and had reached a maturer point of view, was I able to see many of these 
incidents in their true perspective or to grasp something of the real 
significance of a civilian's life in London during the war. 

Like the rest of the children of England, I used in my games thi 
very things with which the soldiers fought. With the little boy next 
door, I played marbles, using not the pretty vari-colored "emmies" 
purchased in the shops for a farthing apiece, but deadly schrapnt' 
balls. After watching regiments of soldiers march by on their way to 
the far-flung battle lines of the Empire, I went home and waged minia- 
ture battles with the cartridge shells from the anti-aircraft guns- 
struggles far more important to me than those at Ctesephon or ;i: 
Ypres. I wheedled paper parachutes from an old lady who lived in tht 
apartment above. Tying rocks to their strings, I threw them out of a 
third story window and watched them float gracefully down. It did 
not occur to me until very recently that these same chutes sent up bv 
rockets were used to lower calcium flares over the front line trenchc 
that, even by night, the soldiers might see to kill each other. 

Particularly do I remember my mother's fear for her youngc! 
brother. Well might she have worried, for Uncle Charlie had been one 
of the first army of seventy thousand that had been almost annihilated 
in stopping the advance of the Huns through Belgium. From there ht 
had been transferred to the Mesopotamian cam[)aign after which hi 
had been given a well deserved home leave. It was during this timi 
that I remember him — a big, good-natured Englishman who stuffed 
me with sweets and tossed me sky-high. 

After he returned to the front, his whereabouts remained un 
known. My grandparents suspected that he had been sent with thi 
veteran troops of Great Britain and France to force the Dardanelles. 1 
remember one morning how mother said that she felt something had 
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happened to Charlie; that he was lying hurt somewhere and thinking 
of her. Whether there is such a thing as spiritual telepathy between 
peoples of certain temperaments or not, I do not know; but I do know 
that six weeks later a report came from the War Office to my grand- 
parents stating that their son had died, trying to cut the way out of a 
barbed wire entanglement for his squad of sappers in the worst assault 
the world has ever seen— the siege of the Gallipoli Peninsula. I recall 
vaguely how grief-stricken everyone was, and yet as I look back on it 
now, I can detect no bitterness. Our story was only that of almost every 
British home — a story that we are proud of, a story that explains why 
that little island has become a mighty Empire. 

During most of the war we lived in a small village twenty-six 
miles from London, but we constantly visited that city and also Erith, 
the site of the munition factories. Although I longed to be in one of 
those raids, I seemed doomed by some strange quirk of fortune to 
arrive just after one had occurred or to leave a night or two before the 
bags nosed their way down from the Northeast. Mother, of course, 
had no such regrets as I. Many times, however, on visits to my uncle 
and aunt in Erith I have sat spellbound, listening to their accounts of 
hectic nights under the bombings. They told of the windows being 
blown out, of streets showered with shrapnel, and once of how they 
had seen a blinding glare flash across the sky, turn to a bright star and 
fall to the earth. 

From them I learned also of life in London, of the motley crowd 
that always forms in a large city when a war involves the nations of the 
world. Caste, society, and customs are forgotten. Vivid indeed were 
these stories. I imagined myself there, seeing what they did, fearing, 
dreading, yet hoping! So I visioned London, the even tenor of her life 
broken suddenly by a bedlam of shrilling whistles and clanging bells. 
For a moment the teeming life of the city stills; then come cries of 
"The Zepps are coming!" 

Instantly people are in an uproar. Crowds surge back and forth, 
fighting to go somewhere; to the imagined safety of home; to the 
stout concrete basements; to any spot out of the streets where soon a 
hail of death will fall. Here and there a young blade, fresh from the 
front and indifferent to danger, stands aloof, scornful of the jostling 
crowd. Streams of theater-goers, sluggish and blinking, pour out of a 
murder mystery and join the crowds seeking the apparent safety of 
churches or basements. In a few minutes the streets are practically 
deserted. Lights dim, flicker, go out. 

Already the searchlights pencil the sky, flitting and shifting from 
cloud to cloud. In the blinding glare, even the patches of twinkling 
stars reluctantly disappear. Sudilenly a shout goes up. A beam has 
caught a silver bag peeking from behind a cloud, and a dozen other 
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beams turn to the spot, only to find that the ZeppeHn has dived to the 
protection of a cloudbank, preparatory to launching its attack on the 
pitch-dark city. In a moment two silver cigar-shaped machines dive 
from behind a cloud and Icxise their bombs over the Halloway business 
district. The searchlights center upon them, and their silver bags glare 
against the impenetrable blackness of the heavens. 

Rapid-fire anti-aircraft guns are brought into position. A clank- 
ing, hollow sound of brass on concrete reverberates through the empty 
streets. Frenzied cheers rise as the gas bags, floating a mile high, are 
ringed with the black puffs of exploding shrapnel. The raiders zig-zag 
across the capitol to the west, trying to reach the Houses of Parliament 
and the Bank of England. The city rocks with the concussion of burst- 
ing bombs and exploding shells. 

Then only the occasional explosions of a bomb and the sharp 
prrrt-prrt of the machine guns! The planes have reached the dirigibles, 
their Hispano-Suza engines shrilling a whining crescendo as squad- 
ron after squadron joins the melee. Suddenly a white glare lights the 
sky, turns to a twisting, writhing red flame and a plane dives, slips, 
spins down out of control, its guiding hand and motor stilled forever. 
At the impact with the earth, there is a fountain of flame, and Britan- 
nica has gathered another of her valiant sons to her breast. 

The fighting grows fiercer. The Zeppelins falter, release the last 
of their bombs, and then beat a limping retreat. The planes follow, 
increasing the fury of their attack. Finally the planes give up and with 
riddled wings, flutter back to their dromes while the dirigibles cruise 
slowly out over the North Sea. Next morning, perhaps, a fleet destroyer 
finds a drifting, lifeless hulk on the sea, her bags of hydrogen pierced 
and ripped to pieces. 

The raid over, crews of rescuers uncover the dead and wounded. 
Somber hearses wind their way to the morgues; clanging ambulances 
rush the wounded to Halloway hospital, and the city resumes its 
accustomed life — fearing, dreading, trying to forget. 

The next morning children come out to play as they had done 
every morning. I was among them; and although I was never present 
during a raid, later on I did wander up and down the streets, picking 
up shrapnel from the exploded anti-aircraft shells and bombs. Groups 
of us played marbles with them or climbed over a pile of debris where 
a whole row of houses had stood. We didn't know or did not realize 
that last night a dozen comrades had met death beneath the very spot 
whereon we stood. If we had known it would have made little impres- 
sion. 

So we wandered down the street, marveling at the lusterless holes 
of windows, their glass blown out by bombs. We climbed over the 
debris that blocked the street until we came to a more open thorough- 
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fare. Here we clapped our hands at the flower bedecked corteges, see- 
ing in them only "processions," something to look at with wonder and 
alee. We turned to follow them down the avenue, but found our way 
blocked by silent groups of grief-strickened people. Then came for the 
first time, perhaps, some inkling of the significance of the somber 
atmosphere. 

Hesitating momentarily, we hastened away down a side street. 
Once more shrapnel balls rolled merrily along the ground.

Will it again shelter the little 
thing that cries for lullabies and hope and dream, until the little fam- 
ily grows and the passion for society and luxury increases until again 
the little cottage is abandoned — until again the sign "For Sale" mars 
the little green tufted lawn?

■ HE Message from Mars," a morality play, was presented by ' ^ 
I the June, 1931, graduating class, on March 27, under the direc 
tion of Ann Recly, dramatic coach. It was well received by an appreci- 
ative audience 

The play deals with the dream of a selfish, egotistical young English- 
man, Horace Parker, whose interest centers only in himself and his 
study of the planet Mars. The Messenger from Mars appears at the end 
of the first act, accomplishing a wonderful change in Parker's outlook 
on life. The third act is devoted entirely to scenes portraying resulting 
changes in the character of this wholly egotistical Englishman. 

Dale Frodsham, who played the leading male role, did an out- 
standing piece of work portraying much ability in what was really a 
most difficult character. Miss Geraldine Anderson, the feminine lead, 
made a charming Minnie, playing the role most understandingly. Paul 
Hoag, playing the unusual role of the Messenger, gained and held the 
attention of the audience from first to last. Miss Louise Fritchie played 
the part of Horace Parker's aunt. She is to be commended on her out- 
standing ability in such a distinctly adult role. Her part was one of the 
best in the play. Neil Breen, who played the more minor part of the 
tramp, showed a high degree of appreciation in such characterization. 
Miss Marion Dresser, the aristocratic London hostess, played convinc- 
ingly, while Stuart Smith was a graceful addition to the cast. 

Other members of the cast were Rose Mary Kiff, Eileen Detchon, 
Don Harvey, Burchard Krebs, Lee Peregrine, Oscar Wicken, DeLos 
Ransom, Ruth Allen, Allen McGrew, John Gaby, Dan Campbell, 
Helen Breen, Ella Lou Clark, Virginia Pemberton, Dorothy Burr, 
Charles Aspinwall, Howard Allison, Margaret WykofT, Edward Kes- 
tell, and Charles May. 

Attractive settings ancJ colorful costumes tended much to draw 
the attention of the audience. A beautiful painted tapestry was pre- 
sented by Miss Fisken and her capable assistants. The orchestra and the 
business managers added much to the success of the play; the former 
through its musical interludes, the latter in liberal advertising in the 
school and city. 

The scenery was very well selected and aikled a dignity to the play, 
such as is seldom seen in high school productions. The scenery shifting 
was under the direction of Erwin Brockman and was noteworthy be- 
cause of the quickness and excellence with which a snow storm in the 
second act was staged.
